the world, We have tuken some in- 
terest in this matter for many years 
past, and we heartily conderoned in un- 
_ measured und expensive terms the abuses 
which existed years ago in connection 
with the rascally system that, under 
: culers less wise than those now in power, 
formerly found its centre in Macao.

purpose impartially ‘to advocate the 
‘claims of emigration, when the terms 
and conditions appeared to be fair and 
reasonuble. Aud it is most likely that 
the same rule will guide us in future 
comments. 
anid most erroneous theory laid down by 
suine public men that all emigration 
whatever should be stopped from China, 
simply because abuses made themselves 
painfully apparent in some quarters, has 
always ‘appeared to us to be a weak 
mode of shirking adificult question. It 
would be needless to engage in any 
system of emigration for the Chineso 
with the expecta.ion that absolutely all 
underhand deuling ur indirect deception 
will be ruthlessly crushed. Wherever 
j any lurge body of Chinese are gathered 
together, there will be some quiet 
squeezing and unfair attempts at money- 
making. But the systems of emigration 
from China which endeavour tu convey 
needy Chinese to places where honest 
labour can be found ought, nevertheless, 
, to be supported, while, of course, in view 
of these difficulti¢a, they should be all the 
more carefully hedged about with rules 
and restrictions, All such well-repulated 
systems ought to be encouraged; and 
we believe the time is drawing near 
when less sentimentality ond more 
worldly wisdom will be present in the 
consideration of this subject. The 
question of emigration has its political 
bearing, and every Chinaman who leaves 
his native land of exclusion exercises, 
all unconsciously, an influence upon the 
future of his country. Again, the poli- 
tical relations of China with other 
countries have a very marked effect 
upon the-subject of Chinese emigration ; 
and we are very much mistaken if the 
tendency on the part of the Golden 
Dragon to extend its influence at various 
foreign Courts, together with the simul- 
taneous ebullitions of anti-Chinese feel- 
ing in Colifornia, Australia and the 
Sandwich Islands will not react upon 
the emigrating desires of the Celestials 
and serve to force the Chinese exodus 
into certain fixed grooves. ‘There can 
be no question that the desire to draw 
the lower class of labourers from China

have been made with the direct sanction 
ofthe Tsung-lt Yamen ; and the avowed 
intention of the promoters of that Com- 
pany to extend their commerce to "the 
font seas” is another sign of the times. 
While it is just possible that our Ame- 
rican friends have made too much of the 
alleved sanction given by the Chinese 
Government, to its subjects, to trade 
wherever they can, there is no doubt 
that the astute mandarins are now on 
the path of discovery as regards the va- 
rious nations with which they find them- 


selves transacting business of a com- 


mercial or political nature. The cb- 
structions met with by their nationals 
in the Australian Colonies, in California, 
more recently in Honolulu, and (so far 
as emigration is concerned) in the Colo- 
ny of Hongkong, will doubtless be cara- 
fully noted at Peking. And it will be 
very remarkable-if these are not, or Lave 
not already been, shrewdly talked, over 
ond built up as'an answer to many of the 
complaints advanced by the Foreign 
Representatives at the Chinese capital. 
One of the most remarkable features of 
the emigration movement—next in im- 
portance to the attempt to subsidise 
the China Merchants’ Company's stea- 
mers to carry emigrants to Hono- 
lulu and San Francisco—is tho let- 
ter received by Li Hung-chang from 
Chan-Lan Pin, and dated 16th June of 
this year, That letter, which we pub- 
lished in our issue of Sept. 18, refers to 
affairs in Cuba in a style which is cal- 
culated to upset the ideas of many who 
retain only the remembrance of past 
descriptions of the condition of the 
Chinese coolies in that island. The 
opinions advanced by the Chinese 
Minister at the Court of Madrid seem 
to be based upon official documents in 
which Chinese Consular officers bave 
recorded their own personal observa- 
tions. Ho says the “ various ill-treat- 
mentg to which the Chinese had been 
subjgtted have ceased,” and Chinese 
subjects are now allowed all the pri- 
vileges of liberty, luxury and unlimited 
freedom. All complaints which arise 
between Chinese are, he says, carefully 
inquired into and decided by their own 
Consul, and every assistance is given by 
the Cuban authorities towards this end 
—in the provinces equally with the 
cities. Referring to other reforms in 
the Island, Chon Lan Pio writes :— 

It has been decided to grant an annnal 
subsidy of 1,000 dollars to « Hospital for 
taking charge of all Chinese paupers on 
their falling ill. There has been also furm- 
edactub to which every one gladly sub- 
soribes. As regards passes, up to this mo- 
mont, about 10,000 have been issued 
through the employées appointed by tho 
Captain General, who receive only « small 
remuneration for this extra work and no 
inconvenience had been experienced in con- 
nection with it. In ¢he matter of ropa- 
triation, many individuals entitled to be 
sent back, refused to returo to China, 
saying that it is not because they have no 
home to go to, but because they have no 
money, and therefore they do not wish” 
to leave the country. 

His Earlene concludes his inter- 
esting despatch by this remark :—* I 
have therefore no reason to doubt that 
matters are there progressing favour- 
ably.” It will’ not be surprising there- 
ford to hear that, acting upon the fa- 
vourable reports here given, Li Iung- 
chang will encourage the emigration to 
Cuba, and see that tho trade connected 
with this enterprise shall fall into the 
hands of the promoters of his own pecu- 
line property, the China Merchants’ 
Steamer Company. If’ this be #0, the 
obstacles lately placed in the way of 
Foreign ventures in that direction will 
be fully explained.
